Acts 2:1. ““And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.”’ Acts 2:4. 
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Characteristics of a God-sent Minister 


Text: Mark 10:45, “For even the Son 
of man came not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister, and to give bis life a ran- 
som for many.” 

In reading the context to the above 
scripture we find that said scripture was 
the. answer given by Jesus Himself to 
James and John the sons of Zebedee when 
they requested Jesus to give them the 
privilege of sitting the one on His right 
hand and the other on His left hand in 
His glory. He went on to tell them that 
whosoever would be the chiefest, would 
be servant of all. 

While the high and holy calling of a 
God-ordained minister or worker for God 
is the noblest which could be conferred 
upon man, and should be honored and 
respected far beyond any executive office 
of this world, yet, on the other hand, 
those who are thus chosen by God should 
and must manifest the same spirit exem- 
plified by Jesus, if their ministry is to be 
crowned with success. 

The humble manner which marked the 
entrance of Jesus into this world, un- 
heralded and unnoticed by only those in 
close contact with God, verified the 
words of the text without further com- 
ment. ’Tis true, as it is today, those conse- 
crated believers of God’s inspired Word, 
who were patiently awaiting the coming 
of the Messiah, hastened to His lowly 
birthplace and bestowed upon Him a por- 
tion of their temporal possessions, but as 
we follow Him through His short life to 
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the crucifixion we find His a life fraught 
with compassion and servitude to others. 

Go with me to that humble home in 
Bethany where in time of sorrow His 
great loving heart was touched and His 
tears mingled with those of the bereaved 
ones, Did He stop with a few tears of 
sympathy? Nay, but after being told 
where Lazarus was laid, He called him 
forth and restored him unto them. We 
remember it was in this same home that 
He reproved Martha for allowing herself 
to be cumbered with much serving. He 
had come to minister unto them the 
words of life and His desire was that she 
should take advantage of His teaching in- 
stead of bestowing so much attention 
upon Him. 


He went about doing good and while 
we only have a few instances where His 
body became so wearied that He was 
forced to slip away into seclusion to get 
a little rest, yet doubtless, those few in- 
stances were recorded to give us a glimpse 
of His willingness to go His limit in 
strength to serve others. While we have 
only briefly commented upon the minis- 
try of Jesus during His few short years 
here among men, we wish to say that 
His ministry was interrupted by the 
greatest sacrifice possible; namely, the 
ignominous death of the cross, which sac- 
rifice was intended by His adversaries to 
cut short and obliterate His divine min- 
istry, but which only served to open an 
avenue whereby every one who recognizcs 


and accepts this wonderful plan of sal- 
vation may cbtain power to take up and 
carry on in a more extensive way the 
work which He began. 


Isa. 61:1-4 gives a good outline of 
what is involved in a call from the Lord. 
“The Spirit of the Lord God is upon me; 
because the Lord hath anointed me to 
preach good tidings unto the meek; he 
hath sent me to bind up the broken- 
hearted, to proclaim liberty to the cap- 
tives, and the opening of the prison to 
them that are bound; To proclaim the 
acceptable year of the Lord, and the day 
of vengeance of our God; to comfort all 
that mourn; To appoint unto them that 
mourn in Zion, to give unto them beauty 
for ashes, the oil of joy for mourning, the 
garment of praise for the spirit of heav- 
iness; that they might be called trees of 
righteousness, the planting of the Lord, 
that he might be glorified.” 

Paul says in Rom. 1:14, “I am debtor 
to the Greeks, and to the Barbarians; both 
to the wise, and to the unwise.” Oh, that 
we as laborers together with God could 
realize the significance of this statement. 
Brother, sister, we are debtors to the class 
spoken of in Isaiah and with such an 
obligation resting upon us it behooves us 
to seek God for just such qualifications 
as will enable us to serve them best. Many 
times my heart is grieved when I see the 
growing tendency of our ministry to drift 
into the idea that they are to be served

The Vision

“Where there is no vision, the people 
perish,” Prov. 29:18. 


The word “vision”, Webster says, is an 
act of seeing or actual sight. Where there 
is no sight or seeing the people perish. 
We know this is true. Why not awake 
and open our eyes and get the vision? 


The antediluvians had no vision when 
a preacher of righteousness, a man of 
God, took the message that God gave 
him and began to tell the congregation 
God was wearied with their wicked do- 
ings, wearied insomuch that He repented 
that He ever made man. He began to tell 
them God was going to send a flood and 
destroy the whole earth that wasn’t in- 
side God’s building. When the flood came 
Noah was saved and his family, but the 
antediluvians perished because they had 
no vision of God’s wrath. 


The Israelites, after God had led them 
through the sea safely, after the destroy- 
ing angel passed over them and left them 
all well, none of them dead, no deaths 
in their homes and after they saw that 
good water come out of the flint rock, 
lost the vision. Every one of them that 
came out of Egypt except Joshua and 
Caleb, perished because they lost the 
vision. 

But I see old Joshua, thank God, still 
keeping the vision. Why didn’t he perish? 
He had the vision. I see him call the 
priests of God and tell them to get the 
ark of the covenant and travel. Why did 
he want to travel? He had the vision! 
What of? Of Canaan’s bright and happy 
shore. Thank God, I can shut my eyes and 
almost see it. That land was well sup- 


plied with good fruits, grapes so large it: 


took two men to carry one bunch, that 
land that flowed with milk and honey. 

Why didn’t Joshua turn back when 
they came to Jordan, a great muddy 
river, no ships or boats, no bridges, no 
foot logs? How did he get across? They 
crossed the Jordan on their vision. If 
they had had no vision they could not 
have reached Canaan’s bright and happy 
shore. When they reached Canaan’s banks, 
was everybody in Canaan glad to see 
them and gave them a good place to stay 
and a hearty welcome? No, no. Well, if 
there wasn’t any welcome, why didn’t 
they turn back, just backslide like some 
people of today when they are treated 
badly? Because they had the vision. In- 
stead of mecting a hearty welcome, they 
met multitudes of enemies large as giants. 
What did they do? I imagine Joshua was 
praying one night while everything was 
still. He was on the banks of the Jordan 


and got another vision. What of, Canaan? 
No, of the man with a sword in his hand, 
a man of war. What did Joshua do, run 


from him? No, he went up to him and 


said, ““Are you for us or are you for our 
adversaries?” That man, a man from 
God, or Gabriel, an angel, said, ‘Nay 
but I am captain of the Lord’s host.” Did 
Joshua and the Israelites possess that 
land? Yes, because they kept the vision 
of the promise. What promise? The 
promise that God made Abraham. Abra- 
ham didn’t live to inhabit that land, 
neither did Isaac nor Jacob nor Joseph, 
but Joshua kept the vision and ate of the 
fruit of the land. 


Say, if you eat of the fruit of that 
land you must keep the vision. Well, you 
will say, Happy Tom, what land are you 
talking about? that land that Joshua pos- 
sessed? No, that land that is promised to 
you and me. I hear John the Revelator 
say he saw a sealed book. Our title is in 
that book; it is still sealed up, but I have 
the vision. Thank God, I hear John say 
that we shall hunger no more, neither 
thirst any more, Now, dear readers, since 
I have been a preacher I have been hun- 
gry, I have been thirsty, I have been bare 
of clothes, destitute of things that life 
demands, but, thank God, I have got the 
vision. He said if I would be faithful 
over a few things, He would make me 
ruler over many. If I am faithful over 
the Church of God at East Bernstadt, 
Ky., which has only thirty-seven mem- 
bers, He will make me to rule over many. 
When I get on my new suit then I will 
start to rule. You may say, What do you 
mean by your new suit? He said we 
would be kings and priests. Now I 
might get to be a king if I am faithful 
and raise our aged ministers’ fund and our 
mission offerings and everything that is 
required at my hands, and consider each 
member that God has made me overseer 


of. 


You may say, “What do you mean by 
considering each member of the church 
which you pastor?” That word “‘consider” 
means so much. It means to think on 
with care, to study. I had rather die an 
exhorter, never be able to evangelize or 
pastor, than to fail to consider the least 
member that is committed to my trust. 
Where there is no vision, the people per- 
ish. I have heard some say, “Boys, I sure 
did burst their old hides.” They had no 
vision. I have heard preachers say, “I 
surely can skin goats.” Yes, while they 
were skinning goats, they let their knife 
slip without consideration and_ killed 
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those sweet little lambs. God help us to 
diligently pray for consideration. What 
would Jesus do? Would He skin goats or 
would He seek the little, weak lambs and 
sheep that someone has scared away from 


the fold? 


Come on, brothers, let’s consider God’s 
government as a beautiful man whom we 
know, our general overseer as the head, 
eyes and ears; our state overseers, the 
shoulders, arms, hands, and breast; our 
district wverseers the thighs and stom- 
ach; our pastors, the legs; the laity, the 
feet. Now isn’t that a beautiful thought. 
You wili say, Yes, for you know that is 
right. Then if that is true, if we don’t 
consider the feet, how can we expect the 
body to stand? If you had a sore toe 
would you not take off your shoe and 
give that toe some consideration? Would 
you take a knife and skin that toe? If 
your foot was to set up blood poison, 
would you say, I am boss, and let that 
foot go? You will say, No. So remember 
when you are not considering the laity 
of your local churches, you are neglecting 
the feet of God’s government that holds 
up the whole body. I know what some 
will say, just let those lay members go. 
If they don’t come, I'll just get a good 
fiery evangelist to come and stir things 
up. 

The evangelist is a pair of crutches. 
Yes, we may prop up God’s government 
awhile with a pair of crutches, but after 
the feet have not had the right considera- 
tion until they become paralyzed, then 
the crutches, the evangelists, don’t do 
much good. Where there is no vision, the 
people perish. If it wasn’t for the lay 
members, we pastors couldn’t support the 
district overseers, the district overseers 
couldn’t support the state overseers, the 
state overseers couldn’t support the gen- 
eral overseer. So down would come the 
whole thing. But, thank God, let’s quit 
skinning goats and “bursting their old 
hides” and consider each local member. 


Study this matter over. Jesus said if a 
man had a hundred sheep and one goes 
astray, just let it go? No, oh no. Just 
burst his old hide, skin it alive, preach 
its funeral? No sir, but if one goes astray 
leave the ninety and nine in the fold and 
seek that which has been laying out of 
meeting, take it up on your shoulder, and 
bring it in. Say, you can show that err- 
ing one so much love and it will come 
back and bring someone with it. 

God said it is better that a millstone 
be hanged about our neck and we be cast 
in the sea, than to offend one of these 
little lay members. I believe the local 
churches should have all consideration 
that we can afford. Don’t you? Yes! 
“Where there is no vision, the people 
perish,” Prov. 29:18. O God, give us the 
vision!

“And it came to pass, that, as he was 
praying in a certain place, when he 
ceased, one of his disciples said unto him, 
Lord, teach us to pray, as John also 
taught his disciples. And he said unto 
them, When ye pray, say, Our Father 
which art in heaven, Hallowed be thy 
name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done, as in heaven, so in earth. Give us 
day by day our daily bread, And forgive 
us our sins; for we also forgive every one 
that is indebted to us. And lead us not 
into temptation; but deliver us from 
evil,” Luke 11:1-4. 


The disciples were attracted by the 
earnestness of the Savior in prayer, and 
they said, “Lord, teach us to pray, as 
John also taught his disciples.” We 
notice that the Savior is careful in His 
instructions. He leads them into the 
thought of honoring the Father and be- 
ing willing for His will to be done on 
earth. Also, they must depend on God 
for their sustenance, or their daily bread. 
The basis of prayer at this time was their 
relationship with God. The believer is a 
child of God through the new birth. The 
clear revelation of this fact at once es- 
tablishes the reasonableness of prayer, the 
reasonableness against which the argu- 
ment of the natural law shadows. God is 
more than a Creator, bringing a uni- 
verse into being and establishing laws for 
it; more than a decree maker, determin- 
ing future events by His eternal power. 


THE IMPORTUNATE FRIEND 


In Luke 11:5-10 we have the secret of 
Jesus’ instructions concerning prayer. He 
starts out by saying, ““Which of you shal] 
have a friend, and shall go unto him at 
midnight.” This friend of course repre- 
sents our heavenly Father, and the im- 
portunate man or the one making the 
plea for help represents the Christian in 
prayer to God for his needy friend. “And 
he from within shall answer and say, 


Trouble me not.” He leaves the thought 
that the intercessor should not be dis- 
couraged though the heavenly Father 
treats his petition with indifference. He 
should be all the more in earnest and keep 
knocking or praying until his prayers are 
answered. There is one thing that will be 
well for us to note, and that is that this 
man was not pleading for bread for him- 
self, but it was for his friend. This friend 
certainly represents the one who is in 
need of spiritual food. And the man 
would not be turned away by the indif- 
ference of the man from within. Jesus 
said, “Though he will not rise and give 
him, because he is his friend, yet because 
of his importunity he will rise and give 
him as many as he needeth.” Here we 
see that the petitioner, by faith, in hold- 
ing on to God, can get anything that he 
needs. Jesus did not give ironclad rules 
for prayer, but He does teach interces- 
sory prayer, or travail of soul. Many 
times our prayers are a mere form, but 
when we get'in earnest and the Spirit 
works, we can prevail with God and we 
can get an answer to our prayers. 


SOLICITUDE FOR SOULS 


I say the truth in Christ, I lie not, 
my conscience also bearing me witness in 
the Holy Ghost, that I have great heavi- 
ness and continual sorrow in my heart,” 
pom. 931, Z. 


Here Paul is in earnest for the salva- 
tion of the Jews at Rome. He calls them 
his kinsmen according to the flesh. Think 
of his desire being so great that he would 
be willing to be accursed from Christ for 
their salvation. This certainly shows 
Paul’s interest in the salvation of the lost. 
This is what we term travail of soul. If 
the Church would become so interested 
in the salvation of the lost until they 
would feel that they would be willing to 
sacrifice for them, it would bring a great 
revival in the world. Paul’s zeal for the 
Jews in Rome was so great that he could 
not rest until he reached the place and 
told them of Jesus and His love. 

In verse 4 he also includes the Israel- 
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ites who are adopted into the family of 
God by faith. These of course would be 
the spiritual children of Abraham. I do 
not believe in reading prayers from a 
ritual, or having any special form of 
prayer, but when the Spirit moves us to 
the extent that we become in earnest 
about the salvation of the lost or the 
spiritual condition of the Church, I be- 
lieve God will make our prayers effective 
and the spirit will help us with groan- 
ings that cannot be uttered. 


PRAYER FOR THE LOCAL 

CHURCH AND COMMUNITY 

“I will therefore that men pray every 
where, lifting up holy hands, without 
wrath and doubting,” 1 Tim, 2:8. 

The time of prayer for the community 
is very important. We feel that quite 
often this time is spent in testifying and 
exhorting when it should be spent in 
prayer. At least once a week the church 
and community should come together for 
the sole purpose of prayer. It is all right 
to read a chapter and sing some good 
songs, but I am sure that there should 
be much time spent in prayer. When I 
first got into the holiness way, we met 
at least once a week to pray and quite 
often there was nothing done except 
dropping to our knees and praying. I 
have known this to continue until three 
o'clock in the morning without any 
shouts or songs, but actual interceding 
with God. I believe if this was taken up 
again, there would be more victory and 
power in the local church. It is necessary 
to testify and praise the Lord, but this 
takes up the greater part of the time set 
apart for prayer each week. There is 
nothing so elevating to the Christian as 
real, intercessory prayer. When the 
Spirit takes possession and we are led in- 
to deep meditation and thought and God 
begins to reveal Himself, this will cer- 
tainly attract those who are careless, and 
also the unsaved, and will deepen them 
into God, 

READING THE WORD AND 
PRAYER IN THE HOME 

It has been a custom since God’s call 
to Abraham to have prayer in the home. 
There is nothing that will make as last- 
ing an impression on the mind of a child 
as the reading of the Word and prayer 
at the close of the day. The Methodist 
people used to have prayer three times a 
day, especially in the evening. I have 
known children to meet and wait for 
prayer while the parents were busy with 
the chores, and go to sleep in_ their 
chairs, but not one of them would even 
think of going to bed until after prayer. 
I remember one time a little girl was 
sick and after giving her her nourish- 
ment her mother forgot about praying 
with her. The little child cried out to

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World Revolution 


Russia remains a boiling volcano ready 
to burst. Five weeks after their seizure 
of power the Soviet rulers signed a de- 
cree (No. 13, Dec. 13, 1917) assigning 
2,000,000 gold rubles for the “needs of 
the revolutionary international move- 
ment,” and in order to finance revolu- 
tions “in all countries.” The U. S. S. R. 
has continued its hostile declarations and 
acts without ceasing, The five-year plan 
was announced by the vice-chairman of 
the U. S. S. R. State Planning Commis- 
sion as a “great plan of world revolution” 
(Provda, Aug. 29, 1929). In February, 
1935, Stalin declared that the five-year 
plan “when completed wili overturn the 
whole world.” The chief speakers at the 
recent Pan-Soviet Literary Congress have 
urged their foreign hearers “to under- 
mine their own governments” (London 
Times, Sept. 1, 1934).—D. M. Panton.

THE IMPORTUNATE FRIEND 


In Luke 11:5-10 we have the secret of 
Jesus’ instructions concerning prayer. He 
starts out by saying, “Which of you shal] 
have a friend, and shall go unto him at 
midnight.” This friend of course repre- 
sents our heavenly Father, and the im- 
portunate man or the one making the 
plea for help represents the Christian in 
prayer to God for his needy friend. “And 
he from within shall answer and say, 


Trouble me not.” He leaves the thought 
that the intercessor should not be dis- 
couraged though the heavenly Father 
treats his petition with indifference. He 
should be all the more in earnest and keep 
knocking or praying until his prayers are 
answered. There is one thing that will be 
well for us to note, and that is that this 
man was not pleading for bread for him- 
self, but it was for his friend.

Here we 
see that the petitioner, by faith, in hold- 
ing on to God, can get anything that he 
needs. Jesus did not give ironclad rules 
for prayer, but He does teach interces- 
sory prayer, or travail of soul. Many 
times our prayers are a mere form, but 
when we get'in earnest and the Spirit 
works, we can prevail with God and we 
can get an answer to our prayers. 


SOLICITUDE FOR SOULS 


“I say the truth in Christ, I lie not, 
my conscience also bearing me witness in 
the Holy Ghost, that I have great beavi- 
ness and continual sorrow in my heart,” 
Rom. 9:1, 2. 


Here Paul is in earnest for the salva- 
tion of the Jews at Rome.

and the spirit will help us with groan- 
ings that cannot be uttered. 


PRAYER FOR THE LOCAL 

CHURCH AND COMMUNITY 

“I will therefore that men pray every 
where, lifting up holy hands, without 
wrath and doubting,” 1 Tim, 2:8. 

The time of prayer for the community 
is very important. We feel that quite 
often this time is spent in testifying and 
exhorting when it should be spent in 
prayer.

There is nothing that will make as last- 
ing an impression on the mind of a child 
as the reading of the Word and prayer 
at the close of the day. The Methodist 
people used to have prayer three times a 
day, especially in the evening. I have 
known children to meet and wait for 
prayer while the parents were busy with 
the chores, and go to sleep in their 
chairs, but not one of them would even 
think of going to bed until after prayer.

\ Bethany Mission, Shantung, China 
V November 15, 1937 


Much beloved brethren and cowork- 
ers, greetings in His name. In words I 
cannot tell you the joy of my heart be- 
cause God has chosen the Church of God 
Mission Board and given them judgment 
and wisdom, so let me thank you for my 
appointment. As I went to God in prayer 
it came to me. Many a _ waiting 
hour was needful to enrich the harp of 
David. It has taken seven long years of 
believing prayer to be called into the fel- 
lowship of the Church of God. There 
were many cries for God’s help, at last 
a faint hope in God’s goodness blossomed 
—a letter from Brother J. H. Ingram. 
Thanking and praising God, with joy we 
did await his coming, yet there was still 
one more string needed to complete our 
harp. The war, the outrages of the 
wicked, did stop our brother’s journey, 
but his letter written in Shanghai was to 
us like a voice from heaven. To await 
for God and to suffer His will, is to 
know Him in the fellowship of His suf- 
fering.

Apostasy 

2 Tim. 3:14, “But continue thou in 
the things which thou hast learned and 
hast been assured of, knowing of whom 
thou has learned them.” 

Why is apostasy so prevalent in Chris- 
tian ranks today? Why do people refuse 
to walk in the light of truths which they 
have been assured of ? Why, in the Church 


‘ of God, do we have ministers who delib- 


erately show signs of rejecting revealed 
truth? These are questions of serious im- 
port not to be considered lightly or con- 
sidered liberally as though asked without 
unfounded basis, 

Someone may say, “Never in_ this 
world can uniformity of opinion be ex- 
pected.” Exactly true, but in the “Church 
of God” uniformity of doctrine funda- 
mental to its spiritual progress is indis- 
pensable. Do we have it? Why not? Did 
the Church ever have it? Why don’t we 
have it today? Too many have failed to 
continue in the light of truths once 
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learned and assured of. Failure of contin- 
uation in revealed truth brings about 
apostasy or deliberate rejection of  re- 
vealed truth. 

Failure of continuation in truth re- 
vealed subtly justifies compromise of 
that which seems rigid in its original 
form, and different from that taught by 
other Christian groups or denominations 
who, seemingly, progress far in advance 
of the Church of God. 

O apostasy, thy grip is strengthened 
when the Church of God resorts to com- 
parison of itself with other Christian 
bodies whose compromire is sufficient to 
decoy the crowd and finance of the criti- 
cal world. Yet, many will persist in com- 
promising because they have lost their 
vision, lost contact with the leadership of 
the Holy Ghost and it remains to be seen 
what the inevitable result will be. Are 
you, my friend, awake and aware of the 
subtle yet monstrous danger of the loom- 
ing deadly apostasy which is warily en- 
shrouding the innocent, confident, trust- 
ing people in the Church of God? 

Human wisdom and natural ability is 
fast supplanting the demonstration and 
power of the Holy Spirit in the Church 
of God today. If ever a crucial time de- 
manded prayer for divine guidance, sure- 
ly this is the time. Note seriously the 
man who condemns divine guidance 
through the agency of the Holy Ghost. 
Note seriously those men who would 
compromise on the doctrine of sanctifi- 
cation as a second definite work of grace. 
What could their motive for such a step 
be? Compromise on one great funda- 
mental doctrine of the Church of God 
justifies another. Where have they com- 
promised previous to compromise on 
sanctification? Consider prayerfully and 
seriously, 

You say, “I knew nothing about such 
compromise on sanctification.” The 
reason why is because the compromise is 
subtly advanced and carefully guarded 
and yet cannot be hidden from observ- 
ing minds awake to danger so destruc- 
tive. 

The results of apostasy are awful, One 
is not immediately severed from God in 
disobedience but is condemned. If per- 
sistent in disobedience he may be com- 
pletely severed from the grace of God. 
Persistent disobedience ‘will cause one to 
backslide, but a backslider may have an 
advocate with the Father and the joys of 
salvation restored, but why apostatize? 
Let us continue in the truth!—Geo. H. 
Poteat.

instead of being servants themselves. Our 
mission is to be a blessing instead of a 
burden. My motto is (and I am persuaded 
to believe that it is backed up by the 
Word of God), Seek God for power to 
serve mankind, letting our own temporal 
needs come secondary and when we have 
benefited someone, automatically the 
tide will turn and those temporal things 
which God said, He knew we had need of 
before we asked, will be given to sustain 
us. Jesus told His disciples once that if 
God so clothed the grass of the field, 
which today is and tomorrow is cast in- 
to the oven, how much more will he 
clothe thee, O you of little faith. 

I have known of instances when the 
minister would make certain propositions 
and insinuate that if they were not re- 
sponded to that he would leave. Be- 
ware, Church of God folks, lest haply we 
find ourselves overcome by the same 
spirit Isaiah spoke of in his description 
of a class of prophets. Isa. 56:10, 11, 
“His watchmen are blind: they are 
all ignorant, they are all dumb dogs, they 
cannot bark; sleeping, lying down, lov- 
ing to slumber. Yea, they are greedy dogs 
which can never have enough. And they 
are shepherds that cannot understand: 
they all look to their own way, every 
one for his gain, from his quarter.” 

Eighteen years ago when I first ob- 
tained this wonderful experience of full 
salvation and became a member of the 
Church of God the burning zeal which 
possessed God’s people to carry the glad 
tidings of great joy to all people, was so 
intense that seemingly no one stopped to 
pariey about where their temporal pro- 
visions were coming from, but with the 
tread of conquerors they went forth with 
the blood-stained banner of King Jesus 
unfurled, willing to bear persecutions 
and hardships while they were com- 
forted by the scripture when Jesus said, 
“If ye suffer with me ye shall also reign 
with me.” What mattered if their ward- 
robe consisted of only a few necessary 
pieces, and their way of conveyance to 
and from services a 2-horse wagon or a 
shackily Ford? Their peace of mind and 
soul satisfaction came not in their many 
changes of raiment but in the whole- 
hearted service of the Lord. A set price 
of so many dollars for an evangelist be- 
fore he could be persuaded to come would 
have been regarded as greed for filthy 
lucre. 

I have heard children of God quote 
the scripture which says, “If ye be willing 
and obedient, ye shall eat the good of the 
land,” and make the remark that God’s 
children are entitled to the best. Beloved, 
I feel that scripture has a spiritual ap- 
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plication. If we be willing and obedient, 
I believe we will have some experiences 
like unto the great Apostle Paul, who 
when he was ready to be offered up gave 
such a pronounced testimony of his fi- 
delity to Christ. 

In 2 Cor. 6:1-10 Paul’s exhortation to 
the ministry bears out the thought of the 
text. “We then as workers together with 
him, beseech you also that ye receive not 
the grace of God in vain .. . . Giving 
no offense in any thing, that the min- 
istry be not blamed: But in all things ap- 
proving ourselves as the ministers of God, 
in much patience, in afflictions, in neces- 
sities, in distresses, in stripes, in impris- 
onments, in tumults, in labours, in 
watchings, in fastings; By pureness, by 
knowledge, by longsuffering, by kind- 
ness, by the Holy Ghost, by love un- 
feigned, by the word of God, by the pow- 
er of God, by the armour of righteousness 
on the right hand and on the left. By hon- 
or and dishonor, by evil report and good 
report: as deceivers and yet true, As un- 
known, and yet well known; as dying, 
and, behold, we live; as chastened and 
not killed; as sorrowful, yet always re- 
joicing; as poor yet making many rich; 
as having nothing, yet possessing all 
things.” Amen.

her mother and said, “I want to go to 
sleep but I haven’t prayed yet.” What a 
glorious thought it is that these little 
fellows learn to appreciate prayer 30 
much. Just recently I was told of a little 
four-year-old girl who had gone to spend 
the night at her grandmother’s home. 
When the family was preparing to retire 
they all got down to have family prayer. 
This little girl dropped on her knees and 
prayed just a few words then jumped up, 
got the Bible and climbed up into a chair, 
saying, “Mother always reads the Bible 
before she prays and I’m going to read.” 
Of course she did not know how to read 
but she opened the Bible and began to 
repeat the things that she had heard her 
mother read in the Bible, and you would 
be surprised at her knowledge of the 
Word. After the prayer was over and all 
the rest had retired, she lingered for quite 
a few minutes as one of her aunts read 
the Bible and she: seemed intensely inter- 
ested and could understand much of it 
as it was explained to her. The impres- 
sion made on this little girl by the faith- 
fulness of her mother reading the Word 
of God and praying will never be 
stamped out of her mind. In my opinion, 
when she reaches the age of responsibility, 
this will be a lamp to her feet to guide 
her right and when she becomes a respon- 
sible woman this will be one of the things 
that will shape her life. There is nothing 
that is worth so much to a child as the 
memory of mother’s prayers. I believe 
that the neglect of prayer is the reason 
there is so much sin and carelessness in 
the world today among our young people, 
and especially the lax condition among 
the girls. Think of a child never hearing 
its mother pray, but only rernembering 
her makeup and worldly dress. How can 
we expect the girlhood of ovr country 
to be sober and virtuous, reared in homes 
without God with no divine impression 
made on their minds?
